'Holiday Comet' 
To Be In View 
For Christmas 


NEW YORK (AP) - A “holiday 
comet” is racing through the solar 
system toward the sun. From mid- 
November to late January, people 
throughout the world will be able to 
watch what astronomers say may be 
the most spectacular comet of the 
century. 
When the comet was discovered last 
March 7 between the orbits of Jupiter 
and Mars, it was very much brighter 
than other comets seen at that great 
distance from the sun—a half billion 
miles. 
With scientists now alerted, plans 
are under way to make the comet the 
most extensively studied so far, 
including studies to be made by the 
Skylab 3 astronauts, orbiting above the 
earth’s obscuring atmosphere.

Magnifier Pleads Guilty 
To Conspiracy Count 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, a star witness before the 
Senate Watergate committee and a 
key witness in the case federal prose­ 
cutors are building, has pleaded guilty 
to a single conspiracy charge. 


Magruder, looking tanned and fit 
after a European vacation with his 
family, entered his guilty plea during a 
brief appearance Thursday in U.S. 
District Cburt. He also acknowledged 
he had agreed to be a government 
witness in any future Watergate trials. 


Magruder waived his right to have 
his case considered by the grand jury 


and pleaded to an information filed by 
the special prosecutor’s office. It 
charged him with conspiracy to 
wiretap, to obstruct justice and to de­ 
fraud the United States.

I he details filed by the prosecutors 
in support of their conspiracy charge 
against the 38-year-old Magruder, 
former deputy director of the Nixon 
reelection committee, hinted at cases 
the government is developing.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail 
gasoline {rices will remain frozen at 
present levels until Sept. I, the result 
of a second extension of the adminis­ 
tration’s price freeze on gasoline, the 
director of the Cost of Living Council 
has announced. 
Except for retailers of gasoline and 
diesel fuel, the price freeze will be 
lifted from the petroleum industry at 
midnight Sunday, John T. Dunlop said 
Thursday. 
Die freeze on the petroleum industry 
was scheduled to go last week but was 
extended because oil regulations under 
the administration’s Phase 4 anti- 
inflation program were not ready. The 
freeze was lifted from the rest of the 
economy Monday. 
Dunlop said the oil regulations would 
be released today, but that gasoline 
and diesel fuel retailers will need addi­ 
tional time to compute new price 
ceilings under them. 
He said previously that the new 
ceilings will provide for rollbacks in 
some cases, and increases in others. 
The council said that retailers will be 
required to post special government- 
supplied stickers on all of the nation’s 
estimated one million-plus gasoline 
pumps, by Sept. I showing the ceiling 
prices and octane ratings of gasoline. 
Ceiling prices also must be posted on 
diesel fuel pumps, the council said. 
Drafters of the oil regulations are 
said to have been racing the clock to 
have the regulations ready this week. 
The rest of the petroleum industry — 
from oil refiners to distributors — will 
have only little more than the weekend 
to prepare to put the new regulations 
into effect. 
Deputy council director James W. 
McLane said Thursday the new 
regulations are designed to permit 
increased petroleum prices “to only 
that degree which would stimulate de­ 
velopment of new energy reserves and 
permit the purchase of higher cost 
foreign oil.”

After paying more than twice as 
much to rent them, the Navy still will 
not own them after 23 years, the GAO 
said. 
The GAO report recommended that 
Congress require its approval for any 
ship-renting arrangement that casts 
$500,000 or more a year. 
The GAO said the tanker ship rental 
after 23 years will be $314.1 million, 
including a $1.2 million tax loss to the 
government from the investors financ­ 
ing the ships.

Newsprint Pinch 


NEW YORK (AP) - Strikes at 
several Canadian paper mills have 
choked off U.S. newsprint supplies, 
forcing a number of newspapers to cut 
back on the number of pages they print 
in an effort to conserve rapidly 
dwindling inventories.

3rd Skylab 
Trip Now 
On Schedule 


SPACE CENTER. Houston (AP) - 
With Skylab 2 back in shape, the third 
Skylab crew has been scheduled for a 
November launch so it can observe 
“the comet of the century.” 
“We’ve got no new problems. We’re 
in great shape,” flight director Philip 
Shaffer reported as Alan L. Bean, Dr. 
Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. I.ousma 
completed 20 days in space Thursday. 
The astronauts planned today to 
continue extensive solar astronomy, 
star studies and other scientific and 
medical experim ents. Com m ander 
Bean also scheduled his third test run 
of the astronaut maneuvering unit, a 
jet-propelled device worn on the back. 
Based on optimistic forecasts that 
the astronauts and spacecraft can 
fulfill the planned 59-day mission, 
Skylab director William C. Schneider 
set the launch date for the final Skylab 
crew for Nov. 9. 
There had been some thought of 
launching Skylab 3 within days after 
the present mission is to end Sept. 25 
because of several problems in both 
the laboratory and the astronauts’ 
Apollo ferry ship. 
But Schneider noted on Thursday 
that most of the difficulties have been 
overcome and those that remain are 
manageable. He said the later Skylab 3 
launch date was selected so the three 
astronauts could make an extensive 
investigation of the comet Kohoutek.

(Q.) My wife and I are going to 
purchase one U.S. Savings Bond each 
month for my son’s college education.

(A.) From a tax standpoint, naming 
your son sole owner of the bonds would 
be more advantageous, since interest 
on U.S. Savings Bonds bought in the 
name of the child is income to the child 
not the parent.

However, interest on 
bonds purchased by a parent naming 
New Method 
Combats 
Cataracts 


BOSTON (AP) — Scientists have 
developed a method of using two 
wrongs to make a right that may allow 
persons blinded by cataracts to regain 
their vision without resorting to sur­ 
gery. 
Boston researchers say light passes 
through most cataracts — cloudy 
formations in the eye lens — but is 
scattered and distorted. This makes it 
impossible for the back of the eye to 
relay an image to the brain. 
However, the scientists say they 
have developed filters that can distort 
light before it enters the eye. When this 
light is distorted again by the cataract, 
it hits the back of the eye as it normally 
would, they say. 
The 
two-wrongs 
method 
was 
developed by Dr. David Miller, head of 
the ophthalmology department at Beth 
Israel Hospital, with the aid of Dr. 
George Benedek, professor of physics 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technolojgy. 
Dr. Miller said researchers have 
tested the technique successfully, 
using cataracts surgically removed 
from patients. But he said the filters 
had not been tested on a person be­ 
cause many technical problems still 
must be overcome.

She said 
she even waited up for her husband 
coming home in the wee hours in the 
morning—without nagging him. 


She then told Pearl Buck that she 
complained at first, but no longer 
because “he did not come home at 
all.” 


Those good old days for men are 
quickly fading away. 
Today, few Japanese women believe 
in the “three canons of womanhood” : 
Obey your father while still at home 
unmarried, obey your husband in 
marriage and obey your son after 
being widowed. 
Most married Japanese women still 
refer to their husbands as “Shujin” 
(master), and men to their wives as 
“Kanai” 
(one-in-the-house I. 
Young 
girls attend bridal schools to take 
lessons in flow er-arranging, tea 
cerem onies, 
dressm aking 
or 
homemaking 
or, 
usually, 
a 
combination of some of them, so that 
they can perform wifely duties well. 
And fem ale employes are often 
expected to serve tea to their male 
colleagues or supervisors. 


A far cry from the turn of the 
century, however, people no longer 
frown upon the men washing clothes, 
preparing dinner or carrying babies. 
Opportunities for higher education are 
shared by men and women alike, 
although only one out of every four 
college students is a coed. 


Although housewives account for 
fully 26 per cent of all female 
Japanese, many others have come out 
of their kitchen confines to engage in 
activities traditionally in the domain of 
men.

The number of divorces has almost 
doubled in the past IO years to an 
estim ated 110,000 last year, the 
increase being largely attributed to 
rising women’s power at home and in 
society. 
One of the most visible of the 
changes is Japan’s policewomen. 
The Japanese government hired 63 
policewomen for the first time in 1946 
The number has now increased to 1,500 
across the country. 
The 
m etropolitan 
police have 


to traffic control and the rest to 
guiding juvenile delinquents, guarding 
prisoners or patrolling for female pick­ 
pockets. They have even posted 15 
women at police boxes on Tokyo’s busy 
street corners. 
Surprisingly in a supposedly male- 
dominated 
country, 
many 
policewomen deny they have ever 
encountered any difficulty in dealing 
with male criminals or 
traffic 
violators. 
“I think we have gained a reputation 
of being tougher than our male 
colleagues,” Fumiko Niki, one of the 
two female officers at the metropolitan 
police, said recently. “Some drivers 
are scared of us.” 
Miss Mitsuko Ikeda, a chubby, mini­ 
skirted 20-year-old policewoman, 
agrees. 
“I have been giving tickets, booking 
traffic violators and criminals and 
controlling traffic.” she said. "But 
even a drunken man didn’t tease me.”

There has been little if any 
news of the probable size of this 
year s 
Russian grain 
crop. 
Moscow seems to have placed a 
secrecy 
stamp 
on 
such 
speculation. 
Moscow does not publish 
statistics comparable to the 
U.S. gross national product or 
various industrial manufac­ 
turing indexes, and for good 
reason. 
Comparison of economic 
statistics between the USSR 


and almost any major country 
of the West would show the 
Soviet Union in a poor light. 
Communist chieftains prefer 
that no such comparisons be 
made. 
Thus it becomes a tedious job 
for free world economists to 
fathom the extent of Soviet 
failures, but an expert system 
of guesswork has been built up 
from some bizarre, but fun­ 
damentally reliable, sources. 
From these, it is estimated 


that the 
Soviet economic 
growth rate this year will be 
limited to 3 per cent. In 1970, 
the year Khrushchev was fond 
of boasting his country would 
overtake the United States, the 
average 
Soviet 
consumer 
enjoyed only about 30 per cent 
of the material possessions of 
the average American. 
No wonder the Brezhnev- 
Kosygin is frantically sear­ 
ching for ideas to copy from the 
West.

If Clark Clifford had been 
masterminding the script, it couldn’t 
have been more pat. 
The Federal investigation of Agnew 
coming on top of the Senatorial 
inquisition into Nixon’s connections 
with Watergate surely couldn’t have 
been anything more than a nasty 
coincidence. But what the liberals will 
try to make of it won’t be coincidence. 
Agnew will have to come absolutely 
cjean, presenting all his records and 
disdaining any reliance on such things 
as Executive privilege and separation 
of the powers, if he is to sustain his 
credibility as the “ Mr. Candor” of a 
snake bitten Administration. Even the 
smallest lingering suspicion of Agnew 
guilt will alter Clark Clifford’s fantasy 
into a substantial debater’s position. 
Fortunately, Agnew began well by 
calling 
that 
immediate 
press 
conference. It is what Vie Gold, his 
former press aide, wanted him to do. It 
is impossible to meet Agnew face to 
face and not be impressed with his 
appearance of absolute candor and 
honesty. Where it could be “ tricky 
Dicky, 
it has never been “ tricky 
Spiro.” But, as of the moment of 
writing, Agnew reserves the right to 
discuss the question of the release of 
his papers with his counsel. Even this 
hesitance won’t do; a man’s financial 
records aren’t in the same category as 
Nixon’s tapes, which presumably 
recorded all manner of indiscreet 
remarks that had nothing to do with 
Watergate or its cover-up. 
The worst thing about the one-two 
punches that fate has thrown at the 
Nixon Administration is that they 
are 
keeping the country 
from 
contemplating the real crime of the 
century. 
This crime 
has 
been 
perpetrated by a self-righteous 
majority of the U.S. Senate. Until 
Watergate deflected his energies, 
Nixon had the Indochinese situation 
well in hand. Dr. Henry Kissinger had 
shrewly utilized the Soviet-Red 
Chinese split to get 500,000 American 
soldiers out of Vietnam without 
delivering Saigon to either of the two 
big Communist powers. The P.O.W.’s

had been brought back from captivity. 
Hanoi’s recuperative ability had been 
drastically set back by the bombing. 
And Nixon still retained his power of 
maneuver, his ability to put force 
behind his peacemaking diplomacy, by 
virtue of his right, as Commander-in- 
Chief in a war that had not yet been 
concluded, to order out the B-52s to 
support local troops who were fighting 
the anti-Communist battle. 
The Senate, manifesting a stupidity 
that has hardly been seen since British 
Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain 
went to Munich, has used the confusion 
provoked by Watergate to take all 
sense of logic out of U.S. foreign policy. 
Even the low-keyed “ Nixon Doctrine” 
needs some ultimate sanction. This 
sanction was provided by the B-52s, 
which have been our only answer to the 
Soviet and Maoist use of guerrillas 
But the Senate, led by Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield, finally forced Nixon 
to agree to the August 15 cut-off of 
bombing in Cambodia. The way will 
soon be cleared for a Red Victory in 
Cambodia, 
and 
the 
Nixon 
Administration, denied the use of its 
air power and its mine ships, will have 


no way of compelling the North 
Vietnamese to live up to the peace 
treaty of January 28, 1973. 
Whether this portends the loss of 
Southeast Asia to the Communists is a 
question that will depend on the 
resilience of Thailand, the military 
abilities and the confidence of the 
Sagon 
government, 
and 
the 
“ neutralist” wiliness of Cambodia’s 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk should 
Peking insist on his restoration in 
Phnom Penh. But if the free countries 
of Southeast Asia do manage to 
survive what Senator Mansfield and 
his gravediggers have tried to decree 
for them, it will be due to their own 
initiatives. 
Mansfield is supposed to be a student 
of history, but he seems unaware that 
some 90 per cent of Japan’s oil supply 
moves through the Indian Ocear 
around the Indochinese and Singapore 
bend. The punchless policy that the 
Senate has foisted on Nixon must lead 
straight to a nuclear buildup in Japan 
and the revival of the Japanese navy. 
That may not be what Mansfield 
wants, but it is probably what he ii 
going to get.

Speaking Of Your Health

My husband gets angina pains that 
shoot down his arm. Aside from this, 
he has recovered completely from a 
heart attack. 
Why should these pains continue? 
Mrs.

Dear Mrs. A.: 
It has always been my feeling that 
when 
patients 
have 
a 
real 
understanding of the cause for their 
symptoms, they are less likely to 
worry, and more likely to follow 
complete instructions. 
The fact that your husband had a 
heart attack means that there was 
some narrowing of the coronary 
arteries which bring blood and oxygen 
to the heart muscle. 


The persistence of anginal pain, 
even after recovery, simply means 
that at certain times not enough blood 
and oxygen flow to the heart in order to 
satisfy its requirements. 
TTie word “ angina” is derived from 
the Latin, meaning “to choke.” An 
anginal pain is a choking, oppressive 
feeling associated with radiating pain 
that shoots from the heart to the 
shoulder, and sometimes down the 
arm. Angina, therefore, becomes the 
body’s expression of the need for more 
blood; or, it begs for some added rest. 
For this reason, patients with angina 
are urged to avoid excessive fatigue 
and emotional stress and tension. 


Even a fam ily argument may 
produce enough emotional pressure to 
induce anginal spasm. 
People with coronary artery disease 
have observed that when they walk 
rapidly against a chilling breeze, a 
pain in the arm may follow. The reason 
is that this exertion makes the patient 


breathe more rapidly and thus, taking 
some of the essential blood away from 
the heart, sends it to the lungs. 
Similarly, after a particularly heavy 
meal, blood is sent to the stomach and 
thus is taken away from the normal 
needs of the heart muscle. 
In order to prevent the frequency of 
these anginal pains it is, therefore, 
important that your husband learn 
that unusual physical or emotional 
stress must be avoided. 
Continued supervision by his doctor 
will determine his heart reserve and 
his capacity to slowly increase his 
activities. 


I have never had a veneral disease. 
Recently I developed a hydrocele. A 
friend worried me by telling me that 
this is a symptom of syphilis. 
Could my doctor be keeping 
something from me?

You can be certain that if there was 
any indication of veneral disease your 
doctor would have told you. 
I am afraid your friend did not do 
you any favor by suggesting such a 
thing.

A 
hydrocele 
is an excessive 
accurtation of fluid within the 
scrotum. Slight malformations of the 
testicles and their surrounding tissues 
can account for a hydrocele. 
In most instances, this problem is 
treated by the simple removal of the 
fluid. When the fluid tends to recur 
frequently, 
a 
simple 
surgical 
procedure can successfully remedy it.

HAVANA — Cuba, the Communist 
base in the Caribbean, is beginning to 
show economic improvement but it has 
miles and miles to go. 
Even Fidel Castro admits this as he 
tells his people: “The next few years 
will be years of hard work, sacrifice 
and struggle.” 
For the average Canadian traveler, 
Cuba may appear as a picturesque, 
enchanting island, trim m ed with 
sandy beaches and swaying palms. 
Special hotels for tourists can isolate 
the traveler from the heat, the skimpy 
Cuban rations of meat, butter and 


other products and the continuous 
watch by security men. 
Even the Sierra M aestra, the 
mountains which protected and gave 
birth to the 1953 Castro revolution, 
evoke romantic thoughts as evening 
skies turn red and blue beyond the 
setting sun. 
But travel on those same roads by 
day and sweep your eye beyond the 
fields of sugar cane and the bamboo 
hovels come into sight — hovels and 
shacks where workers live, waiting for 
the better life communism has 
promised. 
For many who starved under the old, 
pre-Castro regimes, the better life has 
already arrived. At least they have 
work and an equal share in rationed 
food and clothing. 
No man between the ages of 18 and 65 
is without a job. Indeed, he will go to 
jail if he refuses to work. A minimum 
wage of 85 pesos a month — about HOO 
— is enforced. Many workers earn 
between 200 and 300 pesos a month.

Rent is controlled with the state 
charging no more than IO per cent of 
wages for accommodation. And some 
Cubans live well, sharing old mansions 
taken from the rich or in huge new 
prefabricated apartment complexes 
springing up in the suburbs of Havana 
and Santiago de Cuba in the eastern 
Oriente Province. 
For many of these Cubans the 
competition is not so much for basic 
food and housing as for some of the 
finer 
things 
in 
life: 
a 
radio, 
refrigerator or television set. 
A private car is out of the question. 
Those cars that still rattle across city 
streets are mainly old wrecks. 
But the state has cars of its own, 
along with fleets of buses, and many 
officials can get cars if their jobs call 
for vehicles.

transport means the bus. 
Officials insist there have been 
dramatic changes in living conditions. 
Expanded school construction has

But compare Cuba with some of its 
neighbors and the struggle comes into 
sharper focus. Cuba still is basically a 
land of sugar cane, tobacco, nickel and 
rum. 
Much of its material it needs is 
imported. Because of its heavy 
dependence on Soviet aid, Cuba does 
most of its shopping in Soviet stores. 
Planes, trucks, guns, rockets, radios, 
watches, tanks, ships, radar and other 
equipment come from Russia. 
Diplomatic officials here estimate 
that Soviet aid must run to more than 
$1 million a day. 
“Who knows,” says Castro, “what 
tremendous suffering our people would 
have had to endure as the price for our 


revolution if we hadn’t received such 
huge foreign aid.” 
But Castro undoubtedly realizes that 
even the Soviet Union — no matter 
what its political target in I^atin 
America and the Caribbean — cannot 
play the role of rich uncle forever.

The aim of the new program is to 
provide supplemental payments in 
cases of need so that people 65 or over, 
or blind, or disabled will have a basic 
cash income of at least $130 a month 
for one person and $195 a month for a 
couple. “This doesn’t mean that every 
eligible person or couple will be getting 
th at 
much 
from 
the 
Federal 
Government every month,” Bieber 
said.“The amount of the Federal 
payment any person gets will depend 
on how much other income he has.” 
Eligibility for Federal payments will 
depend not only on the amount of 
income people have but on the value of 
their assets. “A home of reasonable 
value will not be counted as an asset,” 
Bieber said. “Personal effects and 
household goods won’t count in most 
cases. Insurance policies or a car may 
not affect eligibility either, but it will 
depend on their v alu e.” Certain 
income also will be disregarded in 
deciding on an application for 
supplemental security income. The 
first $20 a month of income generally 
won’t affect the Federal payment at 
all, and, in addition, people who are 
working part time should know that 
the first $65 a month of earnings won’t 
be included in counting their income 
and only half of the rest of their 
additional earnings will be counted 
Apart from earnings, other income 
above the first $20 a month generally 
will reduce the Federal payment. 
“This includes social security checks, 
v eteran s 
payments, 
workm en’s 
com pensation, pensions, annuities, 
and gifts,” Bieber said. “ And if you 
live in someone else’s household, your 
basic Federal payment will be reduced 
by one-third before other income that 
m ay 
affect 
your 
paym ent 
is 
deducted.” People who need more 
information to decide whether they 
might be eligible for the Federal 
payments should call social security at 
775-4950, or write to the office at 606 
Central Center, Chillicothe, he said. 
“Or a friend or relative can make the 
call if the person in need isn’t able to,” 
he said. 
“Even though payments 
cannot start until January 1974, we can 
start to take applications now so we 
can process them ahead of time and 
avoid delays that might occur if 
there’s a rush of applications right at 
the end of the year,” Bieber said.

person morally, spiritually and 
physically. 
“It makes you know who you are, to 
realize the name of self mirrors God.

(Path of Bliss) Yoga Society, as 
described by one of its six authorized 
acaryas (teachers) rn this country, 
Acarya Yatiishvarananda. 
Obviously, he points out, explaining 
it is not nearly as informative as 
experiencing it, just as “telling about 
eating an apple is far different from 
eating an apple.” 
The Ananda Marga group, with 
headquarters in Wichita, Ran., now 
operates 112 centers in cities in every 
state. It is one of a score of Eastern 
religious movements stemming from 
Hinduism 
and 
Buddhism 
now 
flourishing in the United States. 
Estimates have put the number of 
active American followers of various 
Eastern groups at 750,000, with casual 
dabblers in them running into the 
millions. 
Probably the largest is Nichiren 
Shoshu, the U.S. branch of Japan's 
B u d d h ist-d eriv ed , ag g ressiv ely 
evengelistic Soka Gakki, which claims 
more than 200,000 adherents in this 
country, with headquarters in Santa 
Monica, Calif. 
Some of them are tightly defined 
religious groups, while others, such as 
Ananda M arga, have a typical

of 
various 
religions, 
including 
Judeo- 
Christianity, offering their methods as 
a helpful supplement. 
“We’re not tied to any particular 
caste or creed, but are for all of them,”

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Pharmacists 
Out Of Touch 


LEXINGTON, 
Ky.

- 
Pharmacists have lost contact with 
their patients and are not giving them 
the personal attention they expect and 
want, a pharmacy professor says. 
Dr. William A. Miller, Associate 
Director of the Department of 
Pharmacy at Ohio State University, 
told the Kentucky Pharmaceutical 
Association Wednesday that there has 
been a push to the discount drug 
houses because of lower prices. 
He said studies show the patient 
misses the direct personal contact with 
a pharmacist at his community 
drugstore. 
Miller urged pharmacists to re­ 
establish “meaningful relationships” 
with their patients. 
“Pharmacists must assume major 
responsibility for seeing that drugs are 
safely used, Miller told Association 
members 
He said one problem is that too often 
the pharmacist does not know his 
patients. 
He suggested that pharmacists keep 
patient histories, including compliance 
records and patient response to 
previously dispensed over-the-counter 
drugs. 
“The public misconception is that 
over-the-counter 
drugs 
are 
not 
dangerous,” he said, “when in fact 
they’re often the same as prescription 
drugs — in smaller dosages.” 
He said pharmacists should not only 
advise patients on over-the-counter 
medicines, but should also monitor 
their response to such drugs. He ad­ 
visee pharmacists to take an active 
role in consulting with physicians on 
appropriate medication for a patient. 
Miller suggested the pharmacist 
enlarge his role by engaging in 
preventative medicine, for example by 
giving vaccines or screening for such 
conditions as diabetes or hypertension.

General Telephone Complaint Filed 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Communication Workers of America 
were to file a complaint today with the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
accusing 
strike-bound 
General 
Telephone Co. of violating a state 
utility law. 
A General Telephone spokesman 
called the charge “ harassm ent” 
growing out of a strike by 2,800 CWA 
members since July 16. “They are just 
grasping at straws,” said Don Det- 
weiler. 


A CWA spokesman said, “The union 
contends that the company illegally 
has two rate requests before the 
commission at once. 


Detweiler said General Telephone 
did not consider the situation illegal 
because only one of the cases is before 
the commission. 
State utility laws allow a company to 
file one permanent rate request and 
one emergency request at the same 
time, but not two permanent requests. 
Detweiler said the commission 
approved a $4.7-million-a-year rate 


hike in August 1971. He said the 
company had sought a increase of $9 
million and so filed an appeal with the 
Ohio Supreme Court, where the case is 
pending. 
He said the commission has been 
asked to clarify certain points in its 
August 1971 decision. The company 
contended the agency erred on several 
points. 
“When the commission answers 
those points, the Supreme Court will 
then decide on the appeal,” Detweiler 
said. 
He said the company filed the second 
rate request in December 1972, seeking 
$13.5 million. He added that a decision 
on that matter is pending with the 
commission. 
“It is the understanding of the 
company that it is all perfectly legal,” 
Detweiler said. 
Between August 1971 and December 
1972, he said the company had to pay 
out $4 million more in wages to 
workers. “The reason for the second 
rate request was the wage increase,” 
Detweiler said.

Unsalted Fish Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - By diking 
off a portion of California’s Salton Sea, 
a group of government and state 
scientists, engineers and civic leaders 
hope they will be able to keep the 450- 
square mile inland lake from getting 
so salty that fish can’t survive in it. 
By removing 5.5 million tons of salt a 
year from the 50-square-mile control 
area, the investigators figure they can 
restore the lake’s chemical ballance 
before irreparable harm is done. 
The Salton Sea was formed between 
1904 and 1907, when Colorado and Gila 
River flood waters broke through dikes 
and spread over the dry bed of an 
ancient lake. The fresh water soon 
absorbed salt from the ground, and 
more salt was added by irrigation 
runoff. The lake has been stocked with 
fish, but in a few years, scientists 
warn, their larvae will no longer be 
able to survive in the increasing salty 
water.

Where are the church 
people today ? How can they allow such 
things as you see on the screen9” 
Miss West has mellowed about the 
censorship troubles she faced. She 
couldn’t help it, she said, if she simply 
exuded a “ sex personality.” She did sc 
with the most innocent of lines and 
with high-necked dresses. 
“ I didn’t have to show myself 
naked,” she remarked, “and I never 
did it. Well, once in a play, The 
Constant Sinner,’ I walked across the 
dimly lighted stage in a thin chiffon, 
then changed into a dressing robe. The 
producer wanted me to do it, and I 
wasn’t really nude, anyway.” 
The actress was married once, in her 
early career. It was kept secret for 
several years and ended in divorce. 
She remains busy. She has finished a 
couple of screen plays, is discussing 
with Paramount the possibility of 
appearing in a sequel to “ Paper 
Moon.” and answers the fan mail of 
youngsters who have flipped over her 
movies on television.

Report Bakers 
Earn The Most 
In Bread Costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Who makes 
the most from the price of a loaf of 
bread? Bakers do, according to a 
government report 


A bakers’ organization last week 
decried high wheat costs in predicting 
higher bread prices and short supplies. 
Their statement was called “hys­ 
terical pressure” by Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz, who contends 
that farm prices represent only a few 
cents of the retail price of a loaf of 
bread. 
Bakers, it seems, get more than half 
the loaf, although recent gains have 
favored the retailer.

Department 
situation report on wheat earlier this 
month said there was a 1.1-cent rise 
between January and June in the 
average cost of a one-pound loaf of 
bread, to 26.2 cents.

Fair weather was the general rule 
today but there were exceptions as 
thunderstorms broke out over widely 
scattered locations around the nation. 
Showers and thunderstorms dotted 
the map from the Great Basin to the 
northern Great I^kes region, along the 
Gulf coast and in the southern Plateau, 
where flash flooding occurred and 
blowing dust reduced visibility. 
Conception Junction in northwestern 
Missouri was hit by .75 inches of rain in 
30 minutes and winds gusted to 50 
miles per hour. 
Extreme drought conditions in parts 
of four Northwestern states caused an 
outbreak of 15 major forest fires and 
scores of smaller blazes in recent 
weeks. 
Up to 27,000 acres of forest lands 
were ablaze in Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho and Montana. 
The town of ^G rande, Ore., and its 
population of 10,000 was being 
threatened and National Guardsmen 
were helping some residents evacuate 
their homes. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 50 near Eureka, Calif., to 93 near 
Coachella, Calif. 


But the source stressed that the 
investigators are not yet certain of the 
cause and are continuing their probe at 
Anderson Air Force Base on Guam. 
“The most likely possibility appears 
to be human error,” said the source. 
He indicated that the error—if that is 
what it was—may have involved bomb 
aiming equipment aboard the B52. He 
said that when bombing is done by 
radar it is necessary to make certain 
settings on a computer within the air­ 
craft. 
A miss can result if an improper fix 
is taken on an aiming point that is used 
to guide bombs to the actual target 
some distance away. 
The spokesman said such an error 
with aim ing equipm ent had not 
previously occurred 
The Air Force has refused to identify 
the crewmen who flew the mission only 
IO days before U.S. bombing in 
Cambodia ended. The Pentagon 
indicated that human error might have 
been the cause when it said earlier this 
week that “witnesses called before the 
investigating team have a right to 
legal counsel and such counsel has 
been provided where requested.” 
The huge bombers normally carry a 
crew of six. 
The Washington Post reported in 
today’s editions that the B52s that 
bombed Neak Luong meant to use the 
village only as a reference point hut 
wound up bombing the landmark by 
accident.

The command 
claimed 29 Viet Cong were killed 
during an attack on a ranger camp 
near Ben Luc. It said the attack was 
repulsed and the only government 


casualties were four m ilitiam en 
wounded. 
The government also reported its 
forces killed 22 men in driving off 
assaults on several ranger positions 
around Kontum, in the central 
highlands 260 miles north of Saigon. 
Government losses were put at one 
dead and two wounded.

Efforts Aimed At Saving 
Endangered Bald Ibises 


MOSCOW (AP) — Santa Claus was 
originally a Russian, so why shouldn’t 
the Soviet Union let Sue Fortune have 
those two Siberian reindeer9 
“I’ve gone through the various 
bureaus and arn now up to the 
commissioner of zoos,” said harried 
Mrs. Fortune of Auburndale, Mass. “If 
necessary, I’ll take the matter all the 
way to Brezhnev.” 
Leonid Brezhnev is chief of the 
Soviet Communist party and they don’t 
come any higher in the land of the 
Hammer and Sickle. 
Mrs. Fortune, an attractive, red- 
haired widow in her 40s, is seeking to 


buy a pair of white Siberian reindeer 
for two of her projects back in the U.S. 
— Santa’s Workshop in North Pole, 
N.Y., and Santa’s Operation Toylift. 
"They are magnificent animals, and 
the only place you can find them are 
here in Russia.” Mrs. Fortune said. 
"We have about 45 reindeer in all, but 
we want these Siberian reindeer. 
"I am running into obstacles 
because Christmas is a religious 
holiday and the Russians are sensitive 
about anything with a religious 
connotation.” 
Mrs. Fortune came to Moscow 
loaded with Santa Claus legend to try

to break down the Soviets. 
“I try to tell the Russians that there 
is no need to be edgy, that Santa Claus 
actually was a Russian before he was a 
little fat man with whiskers and a 
round belly,” she said. 
Mrs. Fortune is in Moscow as one of 
the American administrators in the 
World University Games. But her 
avocation is Santa Claus. 
Her late husband, Harold, was 
cofounder with Julian J. Reiss of 
Santa’s Workshop, an attraction for 
children on White Face Mountain IO 
miles from I^ake Placid. Santa’s 
Operation Toylift is a charity fund that 


takes Christmas — including real 
reindeer and whiskered Santa Clauses 
— to handicapped and needy children 
throughout the United States. 
"We have Alaskan, Japanese and 
English reindeer,” Mrs. Fortune said 
"We must have a pair of Siberians. 
They are bigger than most reindeer, 
have two stomachs and chew a cud like 
a cow. If I can get through to Mr. 
Brezhnev I think I can convince him.” 


BIRECIK, Turkey (AP) — Perched 
on a rock ledge in the middle of this 
small town on the Euphrates River, a 
few dozen ungainly and slowmoving 
birds are living out a tragedy. 
They are probably the last bald 
ibises in the world, and if they and 
their young cannot be saved, an 
ornithologist says, the species is 
“living its last days on the face of the 
earth.” 


In 1953, when other breeding areas 
beside Birecil still existed, there were 
1,300 birds nesting here. By 1967 the 
number had fallen to 50 pairs, and in 
1970 there were 36. Only 26 pairs 
arrived for the 1972 season, and this 
year there are 25 pairs. 
German 
photographer 
and 
ornithologist Udo Hirsch, 30, lives in 
Birecik and is trying to save the birds 
with the help of the Swiss-based World 


Wildlife Fund. 
The cause for the dramatic drop in 
numbers in the 1950s, he says, was 
probably the general introduction at 
that time of chemical insecticides in 
the area. The birds exist mainly on a 
diet of insects, largely locusts and 
grasshoppers. 
The bird is faced with 
other 
problems as well. House-building in 
Birecik has brought the nearest roof 
only a few feet away from the breeding 
ledge, and the constant flapping of 
laundry, the shouting of children and 
often enough the deliberate baiting of 
the birds and the stealing of their eggs 
— which have a black market value of 
up to $700 each — have all taken their 
toll. From the houses built on top of the 
cliff rubbish was tipped down below, 
sending eggs and young tumbling off 
the ledge, which in places was as 
narrow as seven inches. 


I .ast winter, while the birds were 
absent (probably in Ethiopia, although 
their winter quarters are not certain) 
Udo Hirsch chiselled out the ledge so 
that the narrowest part is now 2xk feet 
wide. He also had a wall built on top of 
the cliff, preventing rubbish from 
being thrown onto the ledge. He is 
trying 
to 
stop 
building 
work 
encroaching from below the ledge. 


“Essentially this is not a bird 
problem, but a people problem,” he 
said. “If the building can’t be stopped 
then the bald ibis will die.” 
The widening of the ledge and the 
construction of the upper wall have 
vastly improved the survival rate of 
eggs so far this year. I^ast year almost 
90 per cent of the eggs and the chicks 
were lost, and only seven or eight new 
birds survived to migrate southwards 
last July. This year 75 eggs were laid, 
of which only six were lost. 


The bird has a long history, and it 
may have been referred to by the 
Roman naturalist Pliny, who in the 
first century AD reported seeing ibises 
in the Alps. It was known in Germany 
and Switzerland in the 15th century, 
when Bishop leonard of Salzburg 
forbade its shooting. Apparently he 
was 
not 
motivated 
by 
a 
conservationist’s zeal, but enjoyed 
hunting the slow-moving bird with his 
falcons. The bird disappeared from 
Europe in the middle of the 18th 
century. 
After then the only breeding grounds 
recorded were in Turkey, Syria and 
Iraq. 
Now the nesting grounds in the rest 
of the Middle East, including one other 
in Turkey, have disappeared, and 
Birecik’s reduced numbers are the 
only survivors. A few years ago the 
construction of a new road west of the 
town drove the birds from their main 
nesting area in Birecik, below the 
castle walls. Now the rock ledge, two- 
thirds of the way up the 6-foot 
sandstone cliff on which many of the 
town’s houses perch, is the last 
meeting site. 


The bald ibis, Gerontious Eremita, is 
a wading bird with a long neck and 
legs, both of them red. It has a 
prominent growth of hair like feathers 
hanging down the neck, but otherwise 
no feathers on its head. The body 
plumage is black.

Acoustices Play Im portant Part 
In Design O f New Concert Halls

Chilean Strikers

BOSTON IA P) — Whats the most 
important instrument in a concert 
hall? A violin, cello, drum or piano? 
It’s the hall itself. 
When m usicians say they play a 
certain hall, this stage term should be 
taken literally. The acoustics in each 
hall can determine the quality and tone 
of the music played there, and even 
determine the selections a 
group 
chooses to play. 
Engineers look at concert halls as 
giant sound instruments and at the 
design of these instruments for certain 
effects. Concert-hall design was one of 
the topics discussed at a 
recent 
meeting of the Acoustical Society of 
America here. 
Dr. Leo L. Beranek, a director of 
Bolt Beranek and Newman. Inc., of 
Cambridge, said he tells architects to 
behave like 
designers of musical 
instruments when planning concert 
halls. 
Beranek, whose acoustic consulting 
firm has helped design many halls 
around the world, said architects have 
to keep some similarity to proven 
design and restrain some of their more 
radical creative impulses if concert 
halls are going to be more than just 
pretty boxes full of sounds. 
“ But architects can’t build on the 
past except 
in 
a 
general 
way,’’ 
Beranek said. If they want to do more 
than copy existing successful halls, he 
said, the designer must make the hall 
flexible enough to incorporate new 
techniques to get the desired sound. 
One of the factors taken into account 
in concert-hall design is reverberation, 
or the time in which a sound bounces 
back and forth in the hall. Beranek said 
certain kinds of music are best heard 
at different reverberation rates. 
For an orchestra playing Bach, a 
two-second reverberation is optimum; 
for organ music in a large hall, up to 
six seconds is considered satisfactory; 
and in an opera hall, where words are 
sung, a one-and-a-half-second reverb 
is considered good.

reverberation depends on the cubic 
volume of the room and what sound- 
absorbing materials, including the 
audience, are present. 
A designer can get the desired 
reverberation rate by putting the 
ceiling at a certain height to increase 
room volume or putting in 
such 
devices as curtains, which can be 
closed or opened depending on the 
music played. 
Beranek said the great-sounding 
halls of the world, among which he 
included Boston Symphony Hall, 
Carnegie Hall and the Great Hall in 
Vienna, are based on tried-and-true 
designs which have 
evolved over 
centuries. But he added that new ones 
designed with modern acoustical 
techniques in mind, such as the hall in 
Indianapolis, can be extremely good. 
“We don’t know how to design 
everything perfectly on paper yet,’’ he 
said. “ We simply can’t account for all 
the variables because we are not 
precise enough in our knowledge to do 
so. So we must either build with the 
idea of later modifying the hall to get 
the right sound or copv successful 
halls.”

Beranek said one reason engineers 
and architects have trouble building 
new concert halls is that they have to 
be larger than in the past to be 
profitable. Other factors also inflate 
concert hall size. 
Older halls, like Boston Symphony 
Hall, allow about five square feet for 
seating each person. Beranek said 
concert goers now want to be more 
comfortable so new designs allow 
more than seven square feet per 
person. Modern fire codes also add to 
hall size by specifying widths of 
corridors and other factors. 
Bigger halls mean more volume and 
added balconies, which add height to 
the ceilings, he said, and this means 
that new design is needed to insure 
another good-haii must — intimacy. 
While certain orchestra selections 
lend themselves to the swelling feeling 
of filling the world with sound, many 
music lovers don’t like their favorite 
pieces to sound as if played in the 
Grand Canyon. 
To give a big hall the more intimate 
sound of a smaller one, designers use 
devices such as large panels hung 
between the outer walls and the center 
of the hall to direct some of the sound 
directly onto the audience.

government might order them to try to 
get the trucks back on the road 
One group of soldiers made a 
“ symbolic" seizure of 600 trucks at 
Puente 
Alto, 
IO 
miles 
south 
of 
San tiago, but their owners had 
rem oved 
such 
vital 
parts 
as 
carburetors and spark plugs. The 
soldiers did not attempt to replace 
them. 
The government had said the army 
would be ordered to man the trucks if 
the 40,000 owners did not end the strike 
by 4 p.m. Thursday. The strikers 
rejected the ultimatum and said they 
would not start hauling freight again 
until the government agreed to their 
demands for higher freight rates, new 
trucks and more imported spare parts. 


Strike leaders claimed that the 
government is channeling new trucks 
produced in the government plants and 
spare parts to the public transporation 
network to drive the private truckers 
out of business and advance Allende's 
siK ialist program. 
“ We will defend ourselves and our 
vehicles even if we have to die,” the 
truckers said in a statement. 
President Allende in a radio .speech 
called the strike “ subversive and 
seditious’’ and accused its leaders of 
attempting to destroy the economy.

I^ast week, five members toured the 
facility and talked with about 15C 
inmates who had complained of harsh 
treatment since the shooting of two 
guards July 24. 
Gilligan praised Whealon and the 
Ohio Department of Rehabilitation and 
Corrections for “decisive action 
against the employes participating in 
an unauthorized work stoppage.” 
Gilligan said, “State officials have 
offered to discuss the complaints of 
those employes on the condition they 
return to work. They have refused. 
“As far as we are concerned, the 
employes who are refusing to report to 
work are guilty of insubordination that 
will not be tolerated—particularly by 
employes in sensitive areas such as 
correctional institutions.” 
The walkout began Wednesday 
afternoon when a corrections officer 
refused to guard a cellblock by 
himself. The guards contended there 
were 80 inmates in the area, and 
Whealon said there were ll honor in­ 
mates. 
Negotiations to settle the dispute 
between the state and the Teamster 
Union I^ocal 413, representing the 
striking guards, ended abruptly 
Thursday. 
Union representatives walked out 
when Dr. Joseph Palmer, deputy 
director of corrections, refused to 
reconsider the suspension of the guard, 
Ronald Boggs. Palmer said Boggs will 
receive a full hearing, if he decides to 
return to work. 
The chief of the Ohio Civil Service 
Employes Association called the 
Teamster walkout “ridiculous and ill- 
timed.” The association and the 
Teamsters have been vying for 
representation among the prison’s 400 
guards. 
James Marshall, OCSEA executive 
secretary, said the walkout “is only 
serving to feed tile fire of instability at 
Lucasville and further endanger the 
safety of our correctional officers who 
are working inside Lucasville at this 
very moment.” 
Whealon said the 1,050-Inmate prison 
has been stable and secure during the 
walkout.
